THE FRENCH LEVY. 


Ropeuted roference during the 
past fow days tothe levy which 


is being arranged in France, for 


the purpose of obtaining uddi- 
tional revenue, and which is con- 
fined to unreproductive pérsonal 
estate, reminds one that this is 
practically the first occasion on 
which the levy system has been 
approved by a ‘government of a 
constitutional State. While the 
average observer “of current 
events might bo ‘inelined to Let 
such a matter pass without more 
than « brief thought, tho student 
of conlomporary history’ might 
have a very different estimate of 
the importance of this innovation. 

Bofore passing toa closer ox- 
amination of this aspect of the 
subject, lot us briefly analyse the 
trend: of ‘political thought in 
France since the war.’ Wo find 
the gradual growth of a strong 
Socialist party, with a recent out- 
crop of extremism in the form of 
Communism undisguised. The 
sorry ‘slate of French finances, 
and the popular apprchension 
occasioned by tho difficult cam- 
paigns in which the country is 
concerned, have added their quota 
to the general feeling of unrest 


_Jand the Government's anxiety to 


appease the nation, almost at any 
price. Otherwise it is difficult to 
imagine the levy passing 8O Cayi- 
ly into the statute books, A 
modified form of the capital levy 
which Communism everywhoro 
has sét up as its ullimato aim, this 
method of collecting revenue is a 
sop to extremism which might 
load to a demand for furthor con- 


cessions, It may be that the next 


goneration will soe an even 
greater change from tho old order, 

Wo come thon to a realisation 
of the true significance of the 
changes that are occuring every- 
where, the altered outlook of tho 
multitude, and the less autocratic 
attitude of the raling powor. No 
doubt such advances towards 9 
supreme democracy are welcomed
